THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


A Description of Nevada’s Leading Educational In- 


stitution. 


W hat Has Been Aecomplished-Its Great and 
3 Promising Future. 


A Biographical Sketch of President LeRoy D. Brown--Names of Students 
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STATE UNIVERSITY BUILDING, RENO, NEVADA, 


One of the distinguishing features of 
American society is the provision made 
by the people for the education of all 
the children and youth of the country 
at public expense. At the present 
time there is not a State or a Territory 
in the Union without a system of pub- 
lic schools, at the summit of which is 
placed a school of high order denomi- 
nated by the title of college or univer- 
sity. To this 
THE STATE OF NEVADA IS NOT AN EX- 

CEPTION. 

The Constitution of Nevada wisely 
encourages the establishment and 
maintenance of a State University, 
and the Congress of the United States 
has, by liberal appropriations of public 
lands, made the creation of a perma- 
nent fund for the support of the Uni- 
versity possible. 

In 1874 the University was opened 
for the admission of students, Elko 
having been chosen as the site of the 
institution, Professor D. R. Sessions, 
an alumnus of Princeton, being the 
Principal of the preparatory depart- 
ment. In 1879 Professor W. C. Dovey, 
who is now the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for Nevada, be- 
came Principal. It was subsequently 
decided that the site of the University 
should be changed from. Elko to Reno. 
This was accomplished in the Spring 
of 1886, and Professor J. W. McCam- 
mon, of Palisade, Nevada, succeeded 
to the Principalship. In February, 
1887, the State lature passed an 
Act providing for the establishment of 
a Normal School in the University, 
and providing that the Board of 
Regents should appoint a President of 
the institution having a diploma from 
some college or Normal 
School of good standing, having had 
at least five years, of practical experi- 
ence as an instructor, familiar with 
the modern methods of imparting in- 
struction and indorsed as to moral 
character and ifications as_ an in- 
structor by the ident and faculty 
of three institutions of learning 
authorized to confer d ; 

After carefully considering the quali- 
fications of a large number of gentle- 


tion in Nevada. As the official head 
of the school system of Ohio, he had 
under his supervision schools requir- 
ing ten million dollars for their annual 
support, and in which eighteen thou- 
sand teachers were employed and 
seven hundred and fifty thousand 
pupils were enrolled. That he filled 
his high office with distinguished 
ability and the greatest fidelity, is at- 
tested by Governor Foraker and many 
other leading citizens of Ohio. 

Since 1873 he has seen many of the 
best schools in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba, and in 1882 
he traveled in Europe, visiting schools 
and studying the educational systems 
of Germany, Austria, France and 
Great Britain. He is aclose observer, 
a hard student, an able writer and a 
good public speaker. 

His characteristic energy is shown 
by the fact that in the midst of his 
professional duties he studied law and 
was admitted to th. bar. In recogni- 
tion of his scholarship he has received 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 
At various times he has been honored 
with important offices in educational 
conventions and organizations, and he 
is now the President of the “poe 
ment of Elementary Instruction of the 
National Educational Association. 

President Brown also possesses ex- 
cellent business capacity, as is evi- 
denced by his having earned a com- 
fortable competence while engaged in 
educational work and by his election 
as cashier of the First National Bank 
of Alliance, Ohio, near the close of his 
term as State Commissioner of Com- 
mon Schools, 

He was married in 1878 to Miss 
Esther E. Gabel, of Eaton, Ohio, and 
with his wife and childrem-has come 
to live permanently in Nevada. He 
is hopeful of the future of the Univer 
sity and he proposes to give it the 
greatest energy and the best thought 
of his life. 

Hitherto his career has been one of 
uninterrupted success, and with the 
hearty support which he is receiving, 
and which he will continue to re- 
ceive from the people, there can be no 
doubt that the Nevada State Univer- 
sity, under his direction, will become 
one of the best educational institu- 
tions on the Pacific Coast. 


OPENING OF PRESENT TERM. 


On the 5th of September, 1887, the 
Fall term of the University began un- 
der the most favorable auspices. The 
Board of Regents, consistitig of His 
Excellengy Governor ©. C, Stevenson, 
the Hon. John M. Dormer, Secretary 
of State, and the Hon. W. C. Dovey, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, all being present to participate in 
the opening exercises. President 
Brown and Miss H. K. Clapp were in- 
stalled as instructors and at once en- 
tered upon their duties. Thus far 45 
students have been enrolled and? the 
prospects of alarge attendance next 
term are good.

In the University three departments 
have been organized, viz: Business, 
Normal and Academic. In the Busi- 
ness department spelling, reading, 
writing, arithmetic, English grammar 
and composition, history, book-kee 
ing and the use of the type-writer will 
be taught this year, and it is expected 


that short-hand will be added to the | 


Business course hereafter. President 
Brown is the acting Principal of the 
Normal department, and has direct 
charge of those who are fitting them- 
selves for teaching. 
ment all of the branches taught in the 
public schools of Nevada will be pur- 
sued by the students. In addition to 
this, the history of education, the 
school laws of Nevada, psychology, 
and the science of pedagogy will be 
studied. 

Those who worthily complete the 
full course of study and training pre- 
scribed in the Normal department will 
be granted by the State 
cation a first-grade life-certificate, and 
such students as complete the element- 
ary course prescribed, may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Regents, receive 
an elementary diploma, to the holders 
of which the State Board of Education 
will issue second-grade certificates. 
The wisdom of the legislature in es- 
tablishing a Normal school in the 
University cannot be questioned, and 
the Board of Regents. pro to make 
this school the equal of the best Nor- 
mal schools in the.United States. 

In the Academic department, chem- 
istry, geology and mineralogy, so far 
as they relate to the theory and prac- 
tice of mining, agriculture and the me- 
chanic arts, will be taught. Instruc- 
tion will be given to students of chem- 
istry in assaying, and when the classes 
in algebra and geometry have ad- 
vanced sufficiently to justify it, the 
study of trigonometry, surveying and 
other branches mathematics 
will be taken up. Students in 
this department will also receive in- 
struction in physiology, physics, his- 
tory, rhetoric and English literature. 
The study of Latin is optional with all 
who enter the University. 

In brief, it is pro to give a 
good meng education, tuition free, 
“‘incidental’’ expenses nothing, to all 
the young people of Nevada 
qualified to enter the University.

The Massachusetts Republicans. 
Boston, Sept, 28.—The main topic 
of discussion among the delegates to 


‘the Republican State Convention 


which began here to-day was the 
nomination for the Attorney General- 
ship. It seemed from the outset to be 
practically settled in favor of Hon. Al- 
bert E. Pillsbury. The choice for 


Chairman fell upon Francis Rockwell, 
of Piutsfield. 

The platform was adopted without 
one dissenting voice. It lauds pro- 
tective tariff, recommends a reduction 
of internal revenue taxation, asks 
Congress to carefuliy consider the tar- 
iff on sugar and to improve the ad- 
ministration of customs lands, con- 
dernns the suppression of Republican 
votes in Southern Siates and election 
frauds in Nortbern cities, demands 
a further extension of the na- 
tional service law, arraigns Pres- 
ident Cleveland for an array of

For Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, J. Q. A. Brackett; Secretary of 
State, H. B. Pierce, and for State Treas- 
urer, Alonzo W. Bard.
